The full text of the ofticial notes between President McKinley and Emperor

This telegram says that the foreign ministers are to be sent from Pekin to Tien 
Tsin under escort; also that the imperial government has not only been protecting 
them, but has supplied them with food. 

The department does not doubt Minister Wu's sincerity in any case, and as for 
that official, he is so confident that the United States government is the only one in 
the world to which China can look to tgr fair and friendly treatment, that he has 
exhausted every effort personally by appeal and otherwise to save all the foreign 
ministers in Pekin if possible, but at any rate to insure the safety of Mr. Conger.

I have received your Majesty's message 
of the 19th of July, and am glad to know 
that your Majesty recognizes the fact that 
the government and people of the Unitde 
States desire of China nothing but what is 
just and equitable.

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fied with this agreement and entered into it in good 
faith, feeling that all contentions were removed 
and that harmeny would | gtr: in the future; bet 
the actions of the railroad company, from the very 
start, show that they did not enter inte the agree- 
ment with the same spirit. When it came to rela- 
stating our members, who had been discharged for 
joining the organization, al) kinds of objections 
were raised and the discharged men were required 
to circulate petitions aad get the consent of every 
man below them upon the list before they couid 
get their positions back. This was not only ha- 
miliating to their members, but caused some of 
them to lay idie a number of days before they 
could get all of the signatures. As an example of 
what they had to meet, ou one cf ‘he lives two of 
the employes were away sick, no one |.nowing where 
they were, but these men who bad been discharged 
for no other reason than that they had joined a 
labor organization, bad to lay idle and wait untii 
these men could be found and tbeir signatures se- 
cured 

Coming down to the second clause of the agree- 
ment, which specified a 10-hour workday and 20 
cents an bour. When the time to put thie clause 
into operation came around it did not in amy way 
eonform to the agreement; the time tabled were 
made as obnoxious as possible, reducing some of 
the men to a6 low a@ Wage as SU cents per day, and 
when protests were made to the various foremen, 
some of them sneeringly replied: ‘‘That is the wotk 
of your union.*’ The organization petitioned tbe 
company through their committee, to arrange theee 
time tables In conformity with the agreement, sub- 
mitting to them time tables and schedules for 
some of the lines which would operate the roads in 
conformity with the agreement and at neo greater 
cost to the company, but all of these were refused 
by the company. 

The third clause of the agreement specified that 
men should be paid from the time they were or- 
dered to report until they were relieved, and if 
not put on duty and held subject to orders they 
were to recelye half pay. This section was never 
lived up to or regarded at all by the company, 
while men* performed duty under this clause toey 
pever received one cent of pay. 

The next provision was that firemen, greasers, 
motor inspectors, cart Washets and shedmen were to 
be paid for overtime. Our understanding Was that 
an 10-bour workday Waas to be adopted for the men 
and they were to receive pay all over that time. 
This was not dene. A 12-hour workday was con- 
tinued and no consideration given to this clause 
by the company. 

Now, in connection with the violations of this 
agreement, it wae made as unpleasant for the mem- 
bers of our organization as they could possibly 
make it. They were discharged upon the most 
trifing and frivolous charges until quite a number 
of them had been discharged and po eatisfaction 
could be secured by Our committee, when the strike 
of May 8 took place. There was also started by the 
emisearies of the company an opposition organiza- 
tion for the purpose of disrupting and destroying 
our union, and where the members of our organ- 
ization were discharged by the company they were 
approached by members of the company’s organiza- 
tion and told if they would renounce the ubion 
and join their organization they would get them 
reinstated or secure them a better situation wit 
the company than they had. 

Our committee held many conferences with the 
offictals of the railroad company, seeking through 
those conferences to get their grievances adjusted 
in a peaceable way. Finding that was Impossible 
and realizing they would have te do something to 
midaintain their organization, they drafted a new 
agreement, which, they thought, weu'd cover the 
entire conditions, bring about a perfect under- 
standing and prevent trouble in the future, as the 
agreement provided that any questions which could 
not be amicably adjusted by their committee and 
the officers of the company, the same should be 
submitted to a disinterested board of arbitrators. 

The draft of this agreement was laid befere the 
officials of the company for their consideration, but 
they refused to consider it at all. After their re- 
fusal to confer consider these propositions, a 
proposition was made by the committee to the com- 
pany, offering to submit the ertire matter to a dis- 
interested board of arbitrators, and to abide by 
their decision. This proposition the company re- 
fused to consider or give any answer to. 

The committee then submitted their report to a 
ass Meeting of all the men and the strike of May 
S was ordered by unanimous vote, Luring this 
entire contest we have stood willing to submit the 
entire matter to a disinterested board of arbitra- 
tors aud to abide by their decision. Now, the his- 
tory of the strike up to the 2d day of Juy is a 
matter of public record, of which you ar® familiar, 
ami it is unnecessary for me to reiterate that here 
as you have been on the ground and are acquainted 
with that yourself. 

Upon the 2d day of July, through the assistance 
of several influential citizens, a settlement was 
made by our grievance committee, and iater on 
ratified by the men and the strike declared off. The 
following is a copy of that agreement: 

1. The provisions of the agreement of March 1, 
1900, as to rates of pay and hours of service, will 
be continued in force by the company. 

2. Every emp‘oye of the company to be free to 
join or not to join any organization, and no dis- 
crimination to be made for or against him because 
of the manner in which he exercises bis freedom. 

3. Any attempt on the part of any employe to 
induce any other employe, by intimidation or 
threat, to join, or not to join any union, sball be 
cause for the immediate discharge of person gullty 
of such attempt. 

4. Any attempt to influence any employe by any 
official of the company to join, or not to join any 
union, shall be cause for disclarge of such official. 

5. The company will meet any employe or com- 
mittee of emp oyes, whether representing them- 
selves, other employes or an association of em- 
ployes, regarding any matter of mutual interest. 

6. For the purpose of filling vacancies, which may 
now exist or hereafter arise, the committee of for- 
mer employes of which T. B. Edwards is chalir- 
man shall prepare a list of the men who were in 
the company’s service on May 7 last, and as the 
company now, or hereafter, needs additional men 
it will select them exclusively from this Ist until 
it is exhausted, not interfering, however, with men 
now in the service. No person sball be eligible to 
this list who has been guilty of any acts of law- 
lessness or violence.

Now, in con- 
nection with this I will submit you the ietter of 
President Whitaker that was submitted to the 
meeting at this time, and published in the daily 
press. Aliso the letter issued by the committee 
of organization, setting forth their reasona for re- 
Striking. Now, the reasons for the men restriking 
was on account of the company's violating clause 
6 of the agreement, which reads as follows: 

‘For the purpose of filling vacancies which may 
now exist or hereafter arise, the committee of for- 
mer einp oyes of which T. B. Edwards is chairman, 
shall prepare a list of the men who were in the 
company’s service on May 7 last, and as the 
pany how, or hereafter, needs additional men, 
Will select them exclusively from this list until it 
ia exhbausted.’’ 

Now, Mr. Whitaker in his letter admits that men 
were hired and put to work without consu'ting this 
list. If it had been but one person, it was a viola- 
tion of the agreement; but we have evidence and af- 
fidavits to show you it was more, and I hereby 
give you some of the affidavits as proof of what we 
have:

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MISSOURI FILLING UP. 


The Post-Dispatch has from time to time called attention 
to the lands in Missouri subject to homestead or sale at the 
Government price of .$1.25 per acre. 

That publicity is beginning to tell, in the settlement of 
these lands, is shown by the reports of the United States 
land offices that no less than 107,801 acres were disposed of 
in the year ending June 30, 1900, leaving 337,801 acres still 
to be taken up. 

Of this area now open for settlement, it is probable that 
the Boers will take a large share. Persons who wish to raise 
cattle, fruit or other commodities on the free or cheap lands 
offered by the Government in Missouri have no time to lose 
in making their preparations. At the present rate of entry 
all this land will be taken up at the end of five years. 
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The latest official bulletin of Mr. McKinley’s war that is 
“over” in the Philippines states that “Last week 200 insur- 
gents were killed and 130 surrendered or were captured. Twelve 
Americans were killed and eleven wounded.” Lord Roberts’ 
war in South Africa did not show any such losses for the 
same time. 
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The decision ot the Supreme Court of Georgia that a pas- 
senger whose ticket has expired may be ejected from a train 
has made the railroad companies very happy. By this decis- 
ion they are geiting something for nothing, and that is the 
highest business success. 

If it is the President’s humanity that keeps him from hunt- 
ing and fishing, he is entitled to full credit for his abstention 
from such sports. Humanity to his fellow-beings is also a 
virtue which should distinguish the head of a great republic 
or empire.

Anderson and 
Muncie, under the direction of Dr. Barkley 
of Lexington, are trying to locate the bul- 
let in the back of the veteran race-horse 
man. Starter Ferguson is at St. Joseph's 
Hospital in Lexington, and the search is 


being made for the bullet by the aid of 
X-ray photography. Last Sunday night two 
negatives were made, but because of poor 
lighting the leaden missile did not snow. 
That afternoon the men made two more 
exposures, but as yet the plates have not 
been developed, onl the result is unknown. 
Should they still be unsuccessful it is their 
intention to take Starter Ferguson,to tlie 
State College laboratory, where they are 
better prepared for the work.

Her first husband was James Cambron, who 
is dead. She was divorced from her sec- 
ond husband, Samuel Staff.
